Hahk's article is the last word in NJSP information. Of course, we just don y t~have the space 
in our newsletter to do it justice. We would, however, like to give you some highlights from 
it. 

Forget the 800 MHz fipr a while, gang! I... The overall radio system (Motorola) just doesn't seem 
to work consistently enough according to Hank's information. (And a lot of this information is 
right from the horse's mouth! !)... .Dead spots between repeaters, etc are causing a monumental 
headache for all concerned. The repeater . towers are in place and the 800 MHz ^radios are in the 
NJSP squad cars (or is it Troop cars?), but the NJSP still are using the "old" system for just 
about all of their conmunications ! ! All those connected with this system, or non- system, are 
disgusted and the State of New Jersey has gone on record that they will not pay for the system 
until after it' has been in satisfactory operation for at least one year!! 

One very important thing about all this is that the system will employ Motorola's D\£P. which 
we had not Known of prior to Hank's article. Watch for Hank's article in an up-coming issue 
of RCMA,... Hint: Don t try 45.82, 44.90, 44.80, 39.76, 39.80, 39.82, 39.84,39.92 aS none of 
these are currently in use.
